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THE PENTECOSTAL FELLOWSHIP OF 
NORTH AMERICA 

Oklahoma City was the host of one of the most im- 
portant, though not the largest, conventions she has 
ever entertained, when on October 18-20, the Pentecostal 
Fellowship of North America held its second convention 

her magnificent auditorium. 

he real test of a movement is to survive the tender, 
weak, inexperienced days of infancy. The P. F. N. A. 
is doing that in grand, magnificent style, as all who 
attended the convention readily observed. Despite the 
fact that there had been very little publicity given to 
the convention, there were approximately 2,500 people, 
from many states, present for the first service, and about 
3,500 in attendance the last night. The opening message 
was delivered by Tom Johnston, of Pentecostal Assemblies 
of Canada, who stirred our hearts greatly with the 
subject “Pentecostal Preachers.” 

Tuesday morning, following the inspiring devotion con- 
ducted by Rev. Donnah, the president, John C. Jernigan, 
addressed the convention on “The Purposes of the Pente- 
costal Fellowship of North America.” Following are some 
of the points that he stressed: First, is not over anxious 
about its growth; that is, would prefer to develop grad- 
ually and surely. Second, not to promote denominational- 
ism. Third, to serve as a means:of acquainting Pentecost- 
als with each other to effect better understanding. Fourth, 
é: interested in formulating a lot of laws. Fifth, to de- 











lop fellowship among the leaders of various denomina- 
ons whose responsibility it will be to lead the regions, 
states, and local phases of their church work into fel- 
lowship with their fellow constituents in all these relations. 
A check-up before the Convention showed ten denomi- 
nations affiliated with the Fellowship, 52 authorized dele- 

gates and a total constituency of 543,755 as follows:

In order to effect a better working system in the Fel- 
lowship and assure an exchange of helpful facts and in- 
formation to each affiliate organization, yet without ef- 
ecting any change in denominational procedures, the fol- 
owing standing committees were appointed: Mission, Edu- 
cation, Finance, Comity, and Youth. The reports of 
the committees on Thursday morning showed the wisdom 
of the board of directors in recommending that such com- 
mittees be appointed. The brethren who served on these 
committees disquieted themselves with great honor 
by the recommendations they submitted, all of which 
were accepted with very few modifications. The recommen- 
dation of the nominating committee that all the incumbent 
officers be retained for the ensuing year was approved 
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quickly and unanimously: John C. Jernigan, President, 
Church of God; E. J. Fulton, Vice-President, Open Bible 
Standard Church; Rev. H. P. Courtney of the International 
Church of the Foursquare Gospel, Second Vice-President; 
J. Roswell Flower, General Secretary, Assemblies of God; 
Hubert T, Spence, General Treasurer, Pentecostal Holiness 
Church. 

Time and space would not permit me to write at 
length on the seven services of the convention, but I am 
sure I express the sentiment of everyone attending when 
I say that only Pentecostal people could realize and enjoy 
such grand times of refreshing and waves of Pentecostal 
glory as we received. 

The ministers who were selected to deliver messages 
were as follows: Tuesday evening, Tom Johnston, Pente- 
costal Assembly of Canada; subject “Pentecostal Preach- 
ers.” Wednesday morning, the Reverend Donnah, pastor, 
local Assembly of God; subject, “Lost and Found.” Wednes- 
day afternoon, address by David J. du Plessis, Executive 
Secretary, World Pentecostal Fellowship, Lee College. 
Message by Dr. Howard Courtney, International Church 
of the Foursquare Gospel; text. Gal. 2:20; theme “The 
Cross.” Wednesday, 7:30 p. m., Dr. Sidney Correll, Editor 
of Missionary Digest, Dayton, Ohio; subject, “Missions.” 
Thursday, 9 a.m., R. O. Corvin, President, Southwestern 
College of the Pentecostal Holiness Church; text, Matt. 
10:16. Thursday afternoon, Wesley Steelberg, General Su- 
perintendent of the Assemblies of God; scripture lesson, 
Ephesians 1; subject, ‘The Lord’s Table.” At the close of 
his message, we observed Holy Communion, and it was, 
in deed and in truth, a never-to-be-forgotten service. 
Thursday, 7 p.m., James L. Slay, member of the Supreme 
Council and pastor of Church of God, Kannapolis, N. C.; 
subject, “Second Coming of Jesus.” The Reverend Slay, as 
did all the other ministers, preached a wonderful sermon 
and stirred our hearts to keep the faith and carry on for 
God and His Church until His Son descends from heaven. 

The various convention committees are to be commend- 
ed for their untiring, faithful and efficient services, and 
I am sure the entire convention joins me in saying thanks 
to them a million! We would not forget the nu- 
merous musicians, special singers, and the choirs, without 
whose talented and consecrated services the convention 
never could have realized the success that it did. 


Plans are already being made to assure greater attend- 
ance and, if at all possible, a greater convention on the 
Pentecostal Fellowship of North America’s third birthday. 
May we have your cooperation and prayers to that effect. 
Let us remember that, “we are labourers together with 
God,” and that from the highest official in all the Pente- 
costal denominations that constitute the Pentecostal 
Fellowship of North America down to every layman, the 
responsibility is ours to cooperate with those of like faith 
in promoting and maintaining such fellowship as will en- 
able us as Pentecostals to accomplish the greatest amount 
of good, for the Church, in the shortest length of time 
possible. It is our privilege through the Fellowship, to help 
God answer this prayer of the Lord Jesus, “That they all 
may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be one in us: that the world may believe 
that thou hast sent me.

FROM THE EXECUTIVE MIS- 
SIONS SECRETARY’S DESK 
(We have chosen one of many such 
letters received by the Missions De- 
partment to pass on to the readers of 

the Evangel.) 
Dear Brother Walker: 

I received your lovely letter dated 
August 30, which gave me great satis- 
faction because of the interest you 
have shown in the evangelization of 
Spain, so submerged in darkness 
through ignorance in not knowing the 
gospel of salvation that the Divine 
Master commanded to be preached to 
all nations. Poor Spain has been one 
of the largest prisoners that Rome has 
had in its power. Only the King of 
kings can remove it. I am still prais- 
ing God for the prayers you are send- 
ing to the heavenly throne that this 
country may obtain religious freedom 
as you have in your country, which I 
shall never forget because it was 
there that I was born again in 1934. 
Glory to God! 

Brother Herbert, there are many 
Christians here that would make a 
fine congregation, but the governor 
does not wish to give me permission to 
open a church because of the opposi- 
tion and persecution on the part of 
the civil and ecclesiastical authorities. 
You cannot imagine what this perse- 
cution is doing. I have been told that 
the sergeant of the body of rural 
police has given orders that if I 
am seen with a group of three or four 
on the street that the headquarters 
be notified to arrest and imprison me. 
The civil authorities cannot make me 
leave the town, because by my birth 
and religion I may lawfully remain, 
but they are trying to find the slight- 
est excuse to be able to banish me and 
make the people believe that the gos- 
pel has been a failure. However, the 
authorities know very well that I have 
said I will leave Hornachos only in two 
ways: a prisoner for a penitentiary or 
a corpse for a cemetery. Many people 
have heard the gospel through my 
mouth, and many others have read 
it by tracts and books I have distribu- 
ted, which are highly prized by those 
who read them. Now I have an invita- 
tion from a lady (a widow of a captain 
who informs me that she wishes to 
know me personally as she has heard 
of me and wishes to call on me.) This 
lady is an intimate friend of a doctor 
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here who is well known to me, with 
whom I have had frequent conversa- 
tions. I must take advantage of this 
opportunity God has given me with- 
out looking to the right or to the left. 

The work continues firmly but slow- 
ly, because of opposition and persecu- 
tion. You shall continue to hear from 
this work if there are no hindrances 
in the mail. With greetings from these 
brethren to all of you, I am your serv- 
ant and brother in Christ.—Custodio 
Apolo, Hornachos, Spain. 





CONDITIONS IN EUROPE 

The following information was re- 
ceived at this office and we are pass- 
ing it on to you that you may better 
understand under what circumstances 
our dear Brother Lauster and others 
there are working. 

“There are two Europes today. One 
is the Europe of the casual tourist, 
where an American with plenty of dol- 
lars can have superb food, sparkling 
entertainment, and excellent service; 
the Europe of plenty, but the Europe 
that the majority of the people of 
Europe cannot know. The other 
Europe is the real Europe, which I saw 
intimately. I talked with waiters, bar- 
bers, bank clerks, cab drivers, stenog- 
raphers, machinists, train conductors; 
I visited sixteen homes in London 
alone. I dropped in at lunch time and 
nowhere did I find them having more 
than a slice of bread, or at most two, 
and a cup of tea. I visited French vil- 
lages and found that a maid must work 
three days to buy a new apron; a car- 
penter must work a week to buy a new 
hammer. I found families living in 
caves hollowed out of hillsides, in 
Rome; other families of ten or twelve 
were living in one or two rooms in 
ancient, dark tenements... and these 
people are not slum-dwelling derelicts, 
either; they are clerks, office workers 
and skilled factory workers—people 
like you and me. I saw men in Berlin 
who were as intelligent and able as 
your banker or merchant, with com- 
plexions gray for want of proper food, 
clad in suits worn threadbare through 
ten years of wear. They were picking 
up sticks, bits of paper, pieces of card- 
board boxes to help keep them warm 
this winter. I saw a quiet young Ger- 
man burst into tears of pathetic joy 
when a breakfast of eggs and bacon 


was placed before him. Breakfast in 
Berlin is likely to be thin soup made 
from potato peelings from last night’s 
dinner, a slice of black bread, and 
maybe a cup of weak coffee. I visited 
refugee camps—there are eight mil- 
lion refugees in western Germany— 
and saw men and women of forty who 
looked sixty-five. Boys and girls ten 
years of age looked much older in the 
face. 

“Yes, conditions are better—black 
bread is better than no bread 
all... thin pea or potato peeling so 
is better than none... existence is 
better than starvation. Europe is that 
much better.” 

What are we to do now? Are we 
weary in well doing? Have we done 
enough? We may not be able to feed 
and clothe these poor unfortunate 
people as we should like, but let wus 
supply our missionaries there with the 
needed financial help to get the gospel 
to them. Poverty sometimes humbles 
people and gives them more receptive 
hearts for the gospel. There seems to 
be a revival spirit in Germany now. 
Every letter we receive from our mis- 
sionaries there is similar to Brother 
Lauster’s letter in last issue. While 
the revival fires are burning, let us 
strengthen their hands so they can 
keep those young people encourage 
and working and thereby get all i 
people saved possible. Communism i 
very close to them. We sincerely hope 
they will be able to save many before 
they are hindered.

tience the race that is set before us, 
looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith; who for the 
joy that was set before him endured 
the cross, despising the shame, and is 
set down at the right hand of the 
throne of God.” 

The apostle Paul had just com- 
pleted his catalog of the heroes of 
faith recorded in the eleventh chap- 
ter. After picking out their marvelous 
achievements, and accomplishments 
through faith, even though they had 
braved great persecutions, he called 
them to witness as to how God would 
help those who dared to trust Him. 
Paul had evidently been an athlete 
in his earlier days. He could think of 
the Christian pilgrimage as a fight 
and a race. It was a contest and a re- 

rd, both before a large group of 
Girvan sitting around the arena 
looking on with eager eyes as those 
who had enlisted in the fight or race 
put forth every effort in the contest 
to win the prize which had been of- 
fered the winner. 

Paul knew this fight was not an 
exact parallel of that which took place 
in the Roman theater, for in it only a 
few could take part, but every Chris- 
tian could enlist in the race for God, 
and there were hundreds of those 
who had enlisted in the race of faith 
who had come out victorious and won 
the prize. The Roman race required 
dieting, few clothes, long, and stren- 
uous practice; whereas this race re- 
quired but one thing above all others, 
and that was that the participants 
have full and complete faith in God, 

cognize the faith of those who had 
@:::: before them and keep their eyes 
upon Jesus, the Author and Finisher 
of that faith from which they had so 
freely drawn. 

Three things presented themselves 
as being necessary in Paul’s Christian 
race, and these are no less necessary 
to our entry today. First, we must be 
fully cognizant of the fact there are 
others who have been in the race 
to whose record we can look for inspi- 
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ration. “If others have done it, then 
I can do it, too,” is the way the indi- 
vidual feels about his contest. Those 
heroes mentioned in the eleventh 
chapter, Abraham, Moses, David, 
Samson, and finally a large group, 
were enough to keep him justified in 
any endeavor which he wished to 
undertake, Yes, what others had done, 
he could do; especially if he had the 
same faith which they had. Then 
there was something for him. He 
realized that there were those ob- 
stacles over which he himself had 
control, weights of doubt and weights 
of fear, which he could lay aside 
and make more rapid progress. 
Is it not true today that the things 
which hinder us, which keep us 
from making progress are no more 
than doubts and fears which come to 
us constantly? Paul said, Let us lay 
them aside. Third, the object of the 
race was the final goal, and Paul de- 
scribes the one upon which he must 
constantly keep his eyes as Jesus, the 
Author and Finisher of this great race 


of faith. This leaves us to understand 
that whatever our goal may be, or 
whatever our objective in a Christian 
life work that we have it only as we 
look to Jesus. There is no fear when 
we are looking to Him. 


The apostle Peter’s heart was filled 
with fear only when he lost sight of 
the Lord and looked upon the boister- 
ous waves that were slapping about 
his feet. As long as he kept his eyes on 
Jesus, he walked on the waters. Many 
things that are set before us as a goal 
or aS a program may seem as hard 
as walking on the waters, but none 
of them will be hard if we just 
keep our eyes constantly on Him, and 
always realize that what we are doing, 
we are doing it for God and His 
Church, for Christ is the Head of the 
Church; so let us see that we take 
as our witnesses those who have had 
faith and have conquered. Let us see 
to it that every weight, regardless of 
what that weight may be, is laid aside 
and that there is nothing to hinder 
us in whatever we have desired to do, 
or whatever is laid upon us to do for 
the promotion of the cause of Christ, 
having implicit confidence in God, 
and having implicit confidence in His 
Son, who suffered and died that we 
might be able to carry on for Him and 
His Church.

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The Most Neglected Mission Field 


“FEED MY LAMBS,” JOHN 21:15 


When we think of mission fields we 
usually think either of heathens far 
away or of near-by prodigals who 
somehow are lost to the church. Both 
of these groups are calloused to gospel 
uence by fixed habits of racial 
judice and sinful indulgence. 

There is one more mission field. It 
is most basic in character, most in- 
expensive to work, and most suscepti- 
ble to Christian influence. This field 
is closer to us than the closest heathen 
land; it is nearer than the nearest 
street corner where the gospel is 
brought. This mission field is our 
Christian home—the mission subjects 
are our little children. In contemplat- 
ing mission fields, this home field is 
the most overlooked and consequent- 
ly the most neglected. 

Our Children Must Be Taught the Gospel 

As Christian parents we possess the 
three-fold office of all believers: As 
prophets we must instruct our chil- 
dren in the way OF THE LORD; as 
iP: we must lead them TO THE 







D; and as kings we must disci- 
ne them IN THE WORD. 

In presenting them with the truth 
of the gospel, we are not trying to 
save our children. This, Christ alone 
can do. As faithful stewards we are 
introducing them to the spiritual her- 
itage which, by faith, is theirs in 
Christ. 

Although we cannot save our chil- 
dren, we can cause them to be lost 
because of our failure to obey God’s 
law to train them in the fear of God. 
“My people,” saith the Lord, “are de- 
stroyed for lack of knowledge,” and 
He significantly adds, “seeing that 
thou hast forgotten the law of thy 
God, I also will forget thy children” 
(Hos. 4:6). If our children are not 
taught the truth of the gospel, they 
will be no more saved than the chil- 

en of benighted heathendom to 

@:::. the gospel has not been brought. 

It is becoming increasingly apparent 
that we Christians, by and large, 
bring up our children in well nigh 
complete ignorance of the funda- 
mentals of gospel truth as this is set 
forth, say, in the book of Romans. The 
family altar, that erstwhile power of 
Christian influence, has, generally 
speaking, been overthrown in the 
hustle and bustle of modern life. There 
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is a sharing of earthly pleasures in 
the family circle but little or no shar- 
ing of the true spiritual joy which is 
ours in Christ Jesus. The blessed name 
of our Lord may still appear on some 
wall text as an heirloom of a better 
day, but it can hardly be said to be a 
household word. We steep ourselves 
in newspapers, magazines, novels, yes, 
but the Word of God’... 

We appoint missionaries to evange- 
lize heathendom. Know this, God has 
appointed us parents to evange- 
lize our children. If we do not instruct 
our children in gospel truth, then our 
children will be lost and we may 
rightly be held responsible for their 
lost condition. What a tremendous 
responsibility is ours! 

Parental Inability No Excuse 

Many of us seek to excuse ourselves 
by contending that we are not able 
to evangelize our own children. But 
God made no mistake when He de- 
clared that parents must bring up 
their children. Instead of shirking 
the responsibility which God has 
placed at our door, let us prayerfully 
assume it. Remember also these words 
of Scripture, “If any provideth not for 
his own, and especially his own house- 
hold, he hath denied the faith, and 
is worse than an unbeliever” (1 Tim. 


5:8, R. V.). Where assistance is need- 
ed, procure helpful literature. Remem- 
ber God’s command stands: “Fathers, 
bring them (your children) up in the 
discipline and instruction OF THE 
LORD.” (Ephesians 6:4. S, R. V.) 


Poor Missionary Strategy 

Some Christian parents assume 
that they are discharging their evan- 
gelizing responsibility toward their 
children by giving them a half hour 
of Christian instruction in the Sun- 
day School, while at the same time 
they set aside approximately thirty 
hours a week to indoctrinate them in 
a view of life which, by Supreme Court 
ruling, must exclude all gospel teach- 
ing. What is worse, in much of this 
week-day instruction, unbelieving 
teachers undermine whatever gospel 
teaching has been given in home or in 
Sunday School. What poor missionary 
strategy, this! 

My fellow home missionaries, let us 
not neglect our greatest mission field 
of which we parents are the mission- 
aries. Let us be aroused to our God- 
given duty to evangelize our children. 
Let us not allow our feeble home ef- 
forts at training our children in the 
Lord to be undermined by a strong 
day-school program which implicitly, 
if not explicitly, denies our Lord. Let 
us re-enforce our Christian home 
training with Christian school educa- 
tion lest we surrender our children, 
as well as our nation, to inevitable 
paganism.

Isa. 22:23, “I will fasten him as a 
nail in a sure place.” 

It is God’s will that His people be as 
a nail in a sure place and fastened suf- 
ficiently to hold something. I doubt 
that there is anyone who doesn’t have 
a nail somewhere that he uses fre- 
quently. You don’t have to look for it, 
but can just put your hand on it. I 
see people come to church who have 
certain nails to hang their hats on.

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REVIEWING THE BLASPHEMOUS TITLES THAT ROMAN CATHOLIC 
POPES HAVE TAKEN FOR THEMSELVES 


“To make America Catholic” is the 
acknowledged program and purpose 
of the Roman Church, as expressed by 
her spokesman, the Most Rev. John 
Ireland, Archbishop of St. Paul, in his 
work entitled “The Church and Mod- 
ern Society.” 

In harmony with this specific aim, 
the Knights of Columbus, 700,000 
strong (according to their own fig- 
ures), have set themselves to deluge 
the Western Hemisphere with adver- 
tising in a number of the leading 
magazines. While these advertise- 
ments sadly and deliberately misrep- 
resent the case, the general public are 
not to know this; consequently, it 
seems necessary for Protestants to 
make reply. The fact that these ad- 
vertisements cost around $500 each 
for a single issue is indicative of the 
determination of the Roman Church 
to present her claims to the people. 

We shall give some consideration to 
the advertisement of the Knights of 
Columbus appearing in Maclean’s 
Magazine, March 1, 1949, with a pic- 
ture of the Pope, and the caption, 
“Why Millions Call Him ‘Holy Fa- 
ther.’” In this comparatively brief 
statement, we shall tell why millions 
do NOT call the Pope “Holy Father.” 


A Few Blasphemous Titles 

The Roman priest, the Rev. J. 
Balmes, in his book, “European Civ- 
ilization,” presents the titles of the 
Pope as given by St. Francis de Sales. 
It will come as a shock to many sin- 
cere Christians to know of such blas- 
phemous titles given to a man. The 
reader is urged to ponder the imopli- 
cations of the following titles from the 
list: “Most Holy Bishop of the Catho- 
lic Church”; ‘Most Blessed Lord”; 
“Chief of the Church in the World”; 
“Vicar of Jesus Christ”; “The Sover- 
éign Pontiff’; “Abraham by the 
Patriarchate”; ‘“Melchisedech by ordi- 
nation”; “Moses by authority”; “Sam- 
uel by jurisdiction”; “Peter by power”; 
“Christ by unction.” “The Supreme 
See which cannot be judged by any 
other” (p. 423). 

Millions, who have no interest in 
religion do not call the Pope by that 
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name. Millions who do call him by 
that name do so because they have 
never considered its implications. Mil- 
lions deny to the Pope the title of 
“Holy Father” because it is the title 
that belongs to Deity alone. The only 
time it occurs in the Scriptures is in 
our Lord’s high priestly prayer, where 
He addressed the Heavenly Father: 
“Holy Father, keep through thine own 
name those whom thou has given me, 
that they may be one, as we are” 
(John 17:11), 

When we consider the holiness and 
maiesty of God the Father as given 
in His Word, our hearts bow in rev- 
erential awe. “Who is like unto thee, 
O Lord, among the gods? who is like 
thee, glorious in holiness, fearful in 
praises, doing wonders?” “Holv. holv, 
holy, Lord God almighty” (Exod. 15: 
11; Rev. 4:8). Then when we are told 
that this title, peculisr to The Lord 
God Almighty, is accorded a fellow 
sinner. our hearts revolt against it as 
sheer blasphemy. 

“Holy Father” condenses the Old 
and New Testament exoressions into 
one— the Holy of the Old Testament. 
and the new Name, Father. Here was 
our Lord’s appeal for the believer’s 
safekeeping, on the ground of God’s 
holiness. 

In explaining the statement, “Why 
Millions Call Him ‘Holy Father,’ ” the 
article affirms, “We find the answer. 
of course. not necessarily in the holi- 
ness of the man himself. but in his 
Christ-given office.” The Roman 
Church has found it necessary to 
state this somewhat frequentlv, since 
the vile living and utter wickedness 
of a number of the Popes is a matter 
of history. The Bishops of the Council 
of Constance made this pronounce- 
ment regarding Pope John XXIIT, 
“From the time of his youth he hath 
evermore been a man of ill disposi- 
tion, unshamefaced, unchaste, un- 
honest, &c.” (Art. contr. John sxziii. 
in Concil. Constant., etc.) 

Such outstanding historians and 
writers of the Roman Church as 
Labbe and Cossart, who were Jesuits; 
Platina, once’ Vatican librarian; Du 
Pin, and others tell the awful story

of the depravity of many of the 
Popes, who were supposed to be s 
cessors of Peter. These include sere 
ITI, A. D. 904; Pope John X, in 9155 
John XII, in 956; Boniface VII, in 
947;John XIV, in 984; Benedict IX, 
in 1033; Innocent III, in 1198; Greg- 
ory XII, in 1406; Alexander VI, in 
1492; Leo X, in 1513; and many more. 
Even Cardinal Baronius wrote of the 
shame and grief which filled many 
hearts because of the “many monsters 
horrible to behold” who were intrud- 
ed into the seat of the Popes. Cardinal 
Newman made a like confession. 

Millions do not call the Pope “Holy 
Father” because it lends support to 
other arrogant titles. For instance, 
“Our Most Holy Lord” (Sanctissimus 
Dominus noster; Can. et Decret. Con- 
cil. Trid.) This leads to that which is 
in kinship with pagan worship, as ° 
described by the Jesuit writer, P. 
Chandlery, S. J., in his book, a 
Walks in Rome,” published in 190% 
He describes the doings in the Vati- 
can in connection with “the bronze 
figure of St. Peter...the foot of 
which is reverently kissed by the 
faithful.” Continuing, he says: “Every 
year on St. Peter’s feast it is robed in 
a cope of gold brocade, crowned with 
a jewelled tiara, and invested with 
other pontifical insignia. An inter- 
minable line of persons passes before 
it, each one kissing the right foot to 
testify his reverence for the Prince of 
the Apostles, and bending down his 
head to receive St. Peter’s blessing” 
(p. 19). 
Looking Away from Christ 

The Roman Church designating the 
Pope “Our Most Holy Lord” turns the 
gaze of her devotees from the infinite 
God to mortal man, even to the poi 
of the abject kissing of his toe, 
that of an image. The writer recalls 
seeing a gentleman, with an expression 
of great devotion, kissing the right 
toe of the image of Peter in Westmin- 
ster Cathedral, London. The Jesuit 
writer, P. J. Chandlery seeks to em- 
phasize such groveling devotion at the 
feet of the high and lofty pontiff, 
where he says: “The privilege of 
kneeling at the Vicar of Christ’s feet 
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and receiving his blessing is one that 
will never be forgotten. We are there 
kneeling at the feet of him, whom, St. 
Bernard, writing to Pope Eugenius III 
in the twelfth century, styles Prince 

f Bishops, Heir of the Apostles, Guide 

f Nations, Refuge of the Oppressed, 
Advocate of the Poor, Terror of the 
Wicked, Father of Kings, Priest of the 
Most High, Vicar of Christ....We 
grow bewildered as we think of all the 
majesty and power which that vener- 
able figure represents” (ut supra, p. 
439). 

In contradistinction to the auda- 
cious claims of this Roman priest, in- 
truding himself into the place of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Word of God 
tells of only one who is “Lord of all.” 
“The word which God sent unto the 
children of Israel, preaching peace by 
Jesus Christ: he is Lord of all” (Acts 
10:36). “Art thou not from everlast- 
ing, O Lord my God, mine Holy One?” 
(Hab. 1:12.) 

As Christians, we reject the Pope’s 


@:i: of “Holy Father” because on this 


is claimed he can stop the course of 
sacramental mercies. Cardinal New- 
man, speaking of the Pope, writes: “He 
can judge, and he can acquit; he can 
command, and he can permit; he can 
forbid, and he can punish. He has 
a supreme jurisdiction over the peo- 
ple of God. He can stop the ordinary 
course of sacramental mercies; he can 
excommunicate from the ordinary 
grace of redemption....We must nev- 
er oppose his will, or dispute his word, 
or criticize his policy or shrink from 
his side” (See “Obligations of Catholics 
to the Holy See”). 
Why E icati Are Vain 
We might well thank our Heavenly 
Father that the grace of redemption 
places the believer where neither man 
nor demon.can touch him, or tamper 
with his security. Our Lord has given 
s the assurance, “And I give unto 
them eternal life; and they shall nev- 
er perish, neither shall any man pluck 
them out of my hand”; for no creature 
“shall be able to separate us from the 
love of God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord” (John 10:28; Rom. 8:38, 39). 
When the Pope threatens his vain 
excommunications, the child of God 
can exclaim, “The Lord is my helper, 
and I will not fear what man shall do 
unto me” (Heb. 13:6). ‘ 
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We reject the Pope’s title of “Holy 
Father” because it leads to a further 
claim; namely, that he is the supreme 
arbiter of all the earth. 

Long ago the Roman Church ad- 
dressed herself to the task of making 
America Catholic. Rome has specialists 
for every department, and many of 
these are Jesuits. In a three-volume 
work, entitled ‘The Jesuits of the Mid- 
die United States,” this fact is clearly 
set forth. Much space is given to tell of 
the parochial missions and aggressive 
labors of the Jesuit missioner, Father 
F. X. Weninger, who was commended 
by Pope Pius IX. We read of him, “The 
career of Father Weninger is an epi- 
sode of importance in the story of the 
upbuilding of Catholicism in the 
United States” (Vol. II, p. 53). 

It is well to know the principles that 
actuate the zealous workers of the Ro- 
man Church in America, Canada, and 
elsewhere. These principles are ex- 
pressly stated in their writings. For 
example, this same missioner, F. X. 
Weninger, who is described as “Mis- 
sionary of the Society of Jesus,” pub- 
lished an authoritative work, entitled, 
“On the Apostolical and Infallible 
Authority of the Pope.” In writing of 
princes and peoples acknowledging 
the prerogatives of the Pope, he says 
that kings and emperors “loved to re- 
ceive their crowns at his hands and to 
place their dominions under the spe- 
cial guarantee and protection of the 
Holy See”; and “with what veneration 
they looked upon him as the Vicar of 
Christ and the Supreme Arbiter of all 
on earth” (p. 229). 

Jesuit Weninger further designates 
the Pope as “the one Judge, holding 
the place of Christ.” All these claims 
are in harmony with the recent de- 
mands of the Roman Church that the 
Pope be given the place of leadership 
at a world-conference peace table. Far 
from recognizing any man as supreme 
arbiter and judge, holding the place of 
Christ, the Word of God accords this 
position to One only, in the words, “O 
Lord God...thou judge of the earth” 
(Psa. 94:1, 2). 

We further reject the Pope’s title of 
“Holy Father” because it is made to 
sustain his claim to be an earthly 
monarch and above civil rulers, on 
which he presumes to intrude into 
civil affairs. The Rev. Henry A. Brann, 
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D.D., LL.D., in “Waifs and Strays,” 
published by the Franciscan Mission- 
aries of Mary in 1909, and bearing the 
imprimatur of John M. Farley, Arch- 
bishop of New York, says of the Pope: 
“He is an elected Monarch....He is 
above the Civil Ruler in his spiritual 
capacity as chief priest, and chief 
executive of the natural order.... 
He is above their king or emepror or 
president, and when they appeal to 
him for a decision in a case disputed 
between them and their ruler, it is 
his duty to decide, and he, being in- 
fallible, must decide in favor of hon- 
esty, morality and liberty, even though 
by doing so he may have to condemn 
some mighty potentate and draw on 
himself his enmity” (pp. 187, 188). 


The Pope as a Bridle of Princes 

Dealing with the Pope as judge be- 
tween princes and people, the Jesuit 
writer, F. X. Weninger, aggressive mis- 
sioner in the United States, quoted De 
Maistre, in “Essai sur l’Historie Gen- 
erale.” This is most revealing as to the 
aim and purpose of Roman propagan- 
dists to exalt the Pope to the throne of 
the world. Protestants everywhere 
would do well to note these words: 
“The interests of mankind demand a 
bridle by which princes may be re- 
strained, and the people saved. This 
bridle might by common consent be 
placed in the hands of the Roman 
Pontiffs. Such, a High Priest, mingling 
in worldly conflicts only to silence 
them, admonishing alike the sovereign 
and his people of their duties, con- 
demning their crimes and visiting his 
excommunication on great wrongs, 
would be looked upon as the living 
representative and likeness of God 
upon the earth” (ibid., p. 230). 

Here, then, we have a Jesuit worker 
and writer in America, endorsed by the 
Pope, telling us of the Pope’s mingling 
in worldly conflicts and being looked 
upon as the living representative and 
likeness of God upon the earth. Any- 
one who knows history, knows how the 
Popes have kindled and mingled in 
world conflicts. This writer also speaks 
of kings and emperors in submission 
to the Pope, as “prostrate before his 
throne” (ibid., p. 235). 

Romish literature adds one blas- 
phemy to another! In giving Peter’s

You can’t say ‘There is a foun- 
tain filled with blood,’ can you?” 

“With what can you fill it?” I asked. 

“Will you fill it with education? 
There are many young men in uni- 
versities who have education, but no 
peace. They have education, but not 
salvation. 

“Will you fill it with culture? The 

ost cultured state that ever existed— 
Greece—fell through her own rotten- 
ness. 

“Will you fill it with art? Great art 
did not make the Renaissance morally 
pure. With what will you fill it?” 





The lady answered slowly, “I don’t 
know.” 

“But the world needs cleansing,” 
said I, “and I am willing to sing that 
old song, for experience has taught us 
that at the cross of Christ there is 
peace, and forgiveness, and a new life.” 

Men have filled their fountains with 
everything else but “blood.” The blood 
of Christ can and does remove all guilt 
and the stain thereof. The world may 
look upon it as “old stuff,” but it is 
ever new and true. Dr. Marsh tells of 
this blood in a striking way: 

“A young American soldier, whose 
legs had been amputated, and also one 
arm, because of one of the bloody con- 
flicts during the late war was being 
attended by one of the devoted nurses, 
who was a believer in Christ. She saw 
that the brave lad was dying, and 
asked him if he would like to write 
home. He immediately asked, “Am I 
going out, Nurse?” She replied, “Yes.” 
She sought also to point him to Christ 
as the Saviour and Friend of sinners, 
when he suddenly looked up and said, 
“I am going out, but I guess the line 
holds.” 

The scarlet line of Christ’s atoning 
blood always holds, for the blood of 
Christ’s atoning satisfies God. 

“For the life of the flesh is in the 
blood; and I have given it to you upon 
the altar to make an atonement for 
your souls; for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul”— 
Lev. 17:11. 

The blood secures peace: “For it 
pleased the Father that in him should 


all fulness dwell; and having made 
peace through the blood of his cross, 
by him to reconcile all things unto 
himself”—Col. 1:19, 20. 

The blood brings justification: 
“Much more then, being now justified 
by his blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through Him’”—Rom. 5:9. 

The blood bestows redemption: “In 
whom we have redemption through his 
blood, the forgiveness of sin, accord- 
ing to the riches of his grace”—Eph. 
1:7. 

The blood “makes nigh”: “But now 
in- Christ Jesus, ye who sometimes 
were far off are made nigh by the 
blood of Christ”—Eph. 2:13. 

The blood obtains forgiveness: “In 
whom we have redemption through 
his blood, even the forgiveness of sins”

The blood effects sanctification: 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own 
blood, suffered without the gate’— 
Heb. 13:12. 

The blood works perfection: “Now 
the God of peace, that brought again 
from the dead our Lord Jesus, the 
great shepherd of the sheep, through 
the blood of the everlasting covenant, 
make you perfect in every good work 
to do his will, working in you that 
which is well-pleasing in his sight, to 
whom be glory forever and ever”—Heb. 
13:20, 21.

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Signs of the Last Days

In Matt. 24:3, we find Jesus on the 
Mount of Olives with His disciples, dis- 
cussing the last days and the signs of 
His coming. Jesus said, “... take heed 
that no man deceive you. For many 

hall come in my name, saying, I am 

ist; and shall deceive many,” Matt. 
24:4, 5. 

Now, let us look around us and see 
these signs fulfilled, and we can sure- 
ly say we are living in the last day. 
Many have come in His name, even 
claiming to be Christ, and have de- 
ceived many. False prophets and false 
teachers are here today leading many 
precious souls captive into a false doc- 
trine. Then, seeing these fulfilled signs 
of the last days, we cannot but know 
that Jesus is coming soon. Let us look 
at some of the last day signs that are 
already fulfilled. Dan. 12:4, “... many 
shall run to and fro, and knowledge 
shall be increased.” Today there is 
such a spirit of unrest and dissatisfac- 
tion among people. They are moving 
from city to city and from country to 

ountry, going from one place to an- 
@:: seeking something to satisfy the 
eeling of unrest in their hearts but 
do not find it, because they have not 
looked to the great Rock of Ages— 
Christ Jesus, the great Rock of our 
eternal salvation, the Lamb of God 
that takes away the sin of the world 
and brings peace to the troubled heart. 
If people everywhere, and nations far 
and wide, would retrace their steps, 
come back to the cross of Calvary, and 
get a glimpse of Jesus, the matchless 
Son of God, dying there between heav- 
en and earth to pardon the dying sin- 
ner, then they would find peace, par- 
don, satisfaction, and a perfect salva- 
tion. It is offered unto all who will ac- 
cept it. That is why there is such a 
spirit of unrest and discontentment in 
the world today. People have forsaken 
the way of life and are walking in 
eir own way, and without Him there 
er: peace, and there is no rest to 
the wicked, thus saith the Lord. 

In Nahum 2:3, 4, we find some more 
of the signs of the last days fulfilled— 
the automobile, the airplane and such 
traveling devices—crash, jostling to- 
gether in the streets, taking the lives 
of many, sending men’s souls into eter- 
nity in the twinkling of an eye. The 
world today is traveling to destruction 
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at a speed unheard of before. People 
and nations have become so wise that 
they are trying to control the times 
and seasons and trying to do away 
with the Word of God. There are false 
teachers and preachers teaching that 
there is no hell and that God would 
be too just to punish His own crea- 
tion. But God’s Word tells us that hell 
is prepared for the devil and his an- 
gels. His angels are all those who for- 
sake the right way and deny the Christ 
of Calvary. It is true that God will 
not send His people to hell, but if you 
have not been born again and accept- 
ed Jesus as your Saviour, you do not 
belong to God. God does not send any- 
one to hell. If people go to hell, they 
go there by choice and by intruding 
on the devil’s territory. Psaim 9:17, 
“The wicked shall be turned into hell, 
and all the nations that forget God.” 
Psalm 7:11 says that God is angry with 
the wicked. We are surely living in the 
last days in the evening of time, just 
about the going down of the sun. This 
is a time when we should have our 
lamps full of oil, trimmed and burn- 
ing brightly, and watching for His 
coming. It cannot be long now for the 
time is so near that the signs are ful- 
filled every day before our eyes. He 
tells us, then, to lift our heads and 
look toward heaven for our redemp- 
tion draweth nigh. 


We see in the Church another sign 
of the last days fulfilled. People have 
become careless and unconcerned, 
drifting away from God, forsaking the 
assembling of themselves together to 
worship God. Those who were once 
filled with the Spirit of God are now 
neglecting the church and its work. 
They are sitting at home in their easy 
chair sleeping or engaging themselves 
in reading the Sunday comics in the 
newspapers while the Sunday School 
is neglected. Teachers are needed to 
teach the Word of God. Shame on pro- 
fessing men and women who try to 
excuse themselves for being absent 
from the service of God, when truly 
they have no excuse only just plain 
neglect and carelessness in almost ev- 
ery case, and this is another fulfilled 
sign of the last days in which we are 
living. Do you think God will excuse 
us for our neglect and shortcomings? 
No, I am sure He will not, but we will 


find ourselves outside the gate because 
of carelessness and neglect, failing to 
keep the fire of God burning in our 
souls. 

Now, let us look at some more of the 
signs of the last days as given in the 
New Testament. “Knowing this first, 
that there shall come in the last days 
scoffers, walking after their own lusts, 
and saying, Where is the promise of 
his coming? for since the fathers fell 
asleep, all things continue as they 
were from the beginning of the crea- 
tion,” 2 Peter 3:3, 4. They are demand- 
ing some proof of His coming, show- 
ing themselves ignorant of the signs 
taking place in their own lives, while 
they walk after their own ungodly 
lusts and deny the power of God. But 
God said in verse 7 that, “the heavens 
and earth which are now, by the same 
word are kept in store, reserved unto 
fire against the day of judgment and 
perdition of ungodly men.” 


Jesus told us in Matt. 24:24 that 
false Christs would come in the last 
days, and are they not here now? 
Many of them are deceiving and 
damning the souls of many thousands, 
while we who have the true light of 
the gospel sit at ease in Zion, neg- 
lecting our duty as Christians, failing 
to stand out on the Word of God and 
go in and possess the land God has 
laid before us.

In the matter of home building and 
home wrecking we are traveling at a 
frenzied pace. In 1867, the number of 
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divorces in the United States to 100,000 
population was 27; in 1906, it stood at 
86; in 1926, at 154; in 1946, at 230. 

Again, in 1911, when work on the 
play “Why Marry?” was begun, there 
was 1 divorce for every 12 marriages. 
By the time the play was produced 
in 1917, the ratio stood at 1 to 10; and 
at the present time, it is approximately 
1 to 3. 

Divided Homes 

The parents of about 3.5 per cent 
of all children in the United States 
are divorced. 

Three quarters of a century ago, 
Americans were esteemed as among 
the most virtuous, law-abiding people 
on the face of the globe. Then came 
the teachers of a new liberalism, and 
iconoclasts who declared that the 
Bible is no more sacred than last year’s 
almanac, that religion is but a system 
of human creeds and ethics, and that 
marriage is only “a polite convention- 
ality of a changing, transitory age.”

ASSEMBLIES OF GOD 

The biennial General Council of the 
Assemblies of God, held recently in the 
Seattle Civic Auditorium, drew 5,000 
ministers and delegates from every 
section of the United States, as well 
as Canada, Mexico, and other foreign 
countries. The Council this year was 





of particular interest in that the Rev. 
Ernest S. Williams, General Superin- 
tendent, retired from office after 
twenty years of service. He was re- 
placed by the Rev. Wesley R. Steelberg, 
youth leader and one of the Assistant 
Superintendents of the organization. 
Three other Assistant Superintend- 
ents, the Reverends Ralph Riggs, 
Gayle F. Lewis, and Fred Volger, were 
returned to office, as was the Rev. 
J. R. Flower, General Secretary, the 
Rev. Wilfred A. Brown, General Tre 
urer, and the Rev. Noel Perkin, M 
sionary Secretary. The Rev. Bert Webb, 
District Superintendent of the South- 
ern Missouri District Council of the 
Assemblies of God, was elected to take 
the office of Assistant Superintend- 
dent succeeding the Reverend Steel- 
berg. 

A plan to provide an old age re- 
tirement program for ministers of the 
Assemblies of God was rejected as be- 
ing too costly to the churches. Further 
study along this line was ordered and 
a committee appointed in this matter. 
Discussion concerning the educational 
program of the denomination resulted 
in the affirmation of the five-year 
program of study and the presentation 
of degrees by Central Bible Institute, 
the main school of the Assemblies of 
God, at Springfield, Missouri. 


Reports given at the General coun 


revealed a healthy growth in the de 
nomination in every phase. Nearly 700 
missionaries are now on 52 fields of the 
world. The youth organizations have 
raised more than half a million dollars 
in their “Speed-the-Light” program to 
be used in providing modern trans- 
portation and equipment for mission- 
aries. A goal of a million dollars by 
1951 was set. One of the outstanding 
projects is the purchase of a four- 
engine airplane to replace the two- 
engine C46 “Ambassador” which has 
flown more than 100,000 miles on eight 
transatlantic trips with missionaries 
and their equipment.

answer to the question of our Lord, 
“But whom say ye that I am?” the 
Latin Vulgate expresses it, Tu es 
Christus, i.e., “Thou art Christ,” or, 
“Thou art the Christ.” This is the 
identical expression quoted approving- 
ly by Jesuit F. X. Weninger of the 
Pope. He says: “Thus Abbot Andreas, 

elegate of the Christians of Egypt 

d Ethiopia, addressing the Pope in 
public audience, says, in the name of 
the nations whose representative he 
was: ‘Thou art Christ and His Vicar... 
thou art the Sovereign of Kings and 
the greatest of all teachers’” (“In- 
fallible Authority of the Pope,” pp. 
239, 240). 


The True Vicar of Christ 

The Roman Church knows it is a 
sheer impossibility to prove (quoting 
from the Knights of Columbus adver- 
tisement) “The Catholic Church tra- 
ces its unbroken history back to the 
Apostles—back to Christ,” or that 
Peter was the first Pope. There is not 
a vestige of trustworthy historical 
data to support such a theory. Space 
forbids telling of the broken links in 
the chain of succession of the Popes, 

given by the Jesuits, Labbe and 

ssart, who also tell of the frequent 
schisms resulting from the contests 
of rival Popes. 

The true Vicar of Christ is not a 
mortal man, but the Holy Spirit, the 
divine Paraclete. The Lord Jesus said, 
“But the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in 
my name, he shall teach you all 
things” (John 14:26). Commenting on 
“whom the Father will send in my 
name,” Tholuck, Weiss, and others 
render “in my name” as meaning “in 
my stead,” “as my representative.” 
This is the exact meaning of the title 
“vicar”—to act in the stead of another. 


Thus the Pope by the title “Holy 
Father,” intrudes himself into the 
place of God the Father by the ap- 

ellation, “Thou art Christ,” he is in- 
@« into the province of Christ; 
d by the title, “Vicar of Christ,” he 
intrudes himself into the office of the 
Holy Spirit. 

“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of 
truth is come, he will guide you into 
all truth,...He shall glorify me: for 
he shall receive of mine, and shall 
shew it unto you” (John 16:13, 14).
